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IN  OUR  VIEW 

Stop  the  Power  Grab 

Make  no  mistake  about  it:  Under  the  guise  of  trying  to  solve  our  state's  massive 
budget  crunch.  Governor  Pete  Wilson  is  attempting  nothing  less  than  a  massive  power 
grab.    And  his  intended  victims  ore  clearly  California's  poor  and  working  people. 
With  every  day  the  debate  continues  in  our  State  Capitol,  the  Governor's  real  goals 
t>€Come  more  sharply  revealed. 

While  he  started  out  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  talking  about  freezing  the  funds 
provided  through  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC)  and  other  similar 
programs.  Wilson  is  now  insisting  on  cutting  $30  every  month  from  these  welfare 
checks,  and  making  even  more  economically  powerless  the  millions  of  Californians 
who  can  already  barely  make  ends  meet.  What  will  happen  if  these  welfare  payments 
are  cut?  Will  recipients  simply  go  hungry?   Turn  to  the  few  agencies  offering  food 
for  the  poor?  Or  be  forced  to  find  other,  less  legal  means  of  filling  the  gap  in  their 
monthly  check?  (What  they  arc  least  likely  to  do,  by  the  way,  is  enroll  in  the  GAIN 
program,  which  was  enacted  several  years  ago  to  provide  job  training  for  welfare  re- 
cipients; funds  for  that  program  have  been  slashed  sharply  and  repeatedly  in  the  last 
two  years.) 

Close  scrutiny  of  several  other  proposals  by  the  Wilson  Administration  reveals  that 
his  primary  targets  are  the  people  who  provide  government  services  —  at  both 
the  state  and  local  levels.  His  insistence  not  only  on  raiding  the  Public  Employees 
Retirement  System  (PERS)  of  $1.6  billion  of  the  employees  funds,  but  also  on  "re- 
structuring" the  PERS  Board  to  control  it  with  an  iron  hand  would  deprive  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  CalJifornia's  workers  of  a  voice  in  their  future  security.  He  has  bern 
threatening  massive  layoffs  if  the  legislature  doesn't  let  him  get  away  with  liis  version 
of  corporate  takeover  tactics.  And  in  current  bargaining  sessions  with  state  employees, 
Wilson's  minions  are  trying  to  take  away  basic  worker  rights  that  have  been  in  exis- 
tence since  collective  bargaining  was  enacted  a  decade  ago. 

But  the  governor  doesn't  stop  with  state  employees  in  his  attack  on  the  collective 
bargaining  process:  Wilson  is  pushing  a  bill  that  would  force  any  local  government 
that  received  state  funds  to  freeze  its  own  workers'  salaries  if  the  state  declared  a 
fiscal  emergency.  Such  a  measure  would  violate  both  the  legally  binding  contracts 
t>etween  a  local  government  and  its  workers,  as  well  as  the  right  of  any  local  govern- 
ment to  make  and  carry  out  autonomous  decisions.  W'ilson's  real  aims  became  appar- 
ent months  ago  when  the  now  well-known  fiscal  crisis  of  the  Richmond  School  Dis- 
trict first  surfaced.  At  that  time  the  Governor  told  the  folks  in  Richmond  he'd  be 
glad  to  bail  them  out;  all  they  had  to  do  was  throw  out  their  contract  with  the  teach- 
ers' union. 

On  page  6  of  this  issue,  we  share  with  our  readers  the  discovery  of  some  historic 
newspapers  highlighting  our  city's  1934  General  Strike.  That  battle  was  fought  with 
blood  and  barricades,  and  set  the  tone  for  a  tradition  of  respect  in  San  Francisco 
for  the  dignity  and  rights  of  working  men  and  women.  Although  the  battle  now  being 
fought  in  the  corridors  of  the  State  Capitol  may  seem  more  complicated,  it,  too,  is  a 
fight  for  rights  and  dignity.  And  as  victory  in  the  1934  General  Strike  brought  im- 
provements for  thousands  and  thousands  of  other  workers,  so  could  defeat  for  public 
workers  now  open  the  doors  to  increased  attacks  on  other  working  men  and  women. 

Up  to  now,  because  of  the  high  pricetag  attached  to  delaying  agreement  on  a 
comprehensive  budget  package,  there  appeared  to  be  support  from  many  Democrats, 
as  well  as  Republicans,  for  these  thinly-veiled  power  grabs  against  the  poor  and  work- 
ing people.  Now  some  Legislators  are  taking  a  closer  look,  and  they  don'l  like  what 
they  see.  But  as  the  pressure  to  compromise  and  agree  on  a  stale  budget  increases, 
nobody's  vote  can  be  predicted.  Call  and  write  your  Legislators  now,  and  tell  thei.i 
to  say  'NO'  to  the  Governor's  power  grab.

A  Bit  One  -  Sided? 

Editor: 

Since  coming  to  the  neighborhood  over 
five  years  ago,  1  have  always  been  an 
avid  fan  of  The  Potrero  View,  however 
it  seems  to  me  that  in  regards  to  the 
Tenants-in-Common  issue,  The  View  has 
appeared  to  be  a  bit  one  sided.  While 
The  View  has  expressed  an  extremely 
negative  view  of  the  T.C.  issue,  I  feel  it 
important  to  stress  that  there  are  many 
positive  aspects  to  Tenants  in  Common. 

Tenants-in-Common  offers  an  oppor- 
tunity for  middle-income  people  to  be- 
come property  owners.  No  one  can  deny 
the  fact  that  real  estate  prices  are 
astronomical  and  unless  one  has  an 
enormous  income,  or  is  born  into  money, 
a  regular  working  person  cannot  buy 


property  in  tliis  city.  T.C.s  offer  middle- 
income  people  a  way  to  get  over  this 
hurdle  by  pooling  resources  with  other 
"regular"  middle-income  working  people. 
The  people  involved  in  T.C.s  are  in  the 
most  part  your  average  'Joe'  or  'Jose- 
phine', working  class  stiffs  just  trying  to 
get  a  foothold  in  this  'land  of  opportuni- 
ty'! These  people  come  from  the  ranks 
of  renters,  they  are  not  real  estate  mo- 
guls or  robber  barons.  Their  intent  is  not 
to  dislocate  tenants,  but  rather  to  utilize 
the  enormous  sums  of  money  paid  for 
living  space  into  some  security  and 
equity  for  the  future.  Tenants-in- 
Common  improve  and  respect  property 
far  more  than  most  renters  do. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Jenny  Butero  has 
been  caught  in  the  middle  of  this  situa- 
tion. However,  although  The  View  stated 
that  her  eviction  is  still  pending,  in 
actual  fact  she  has  remained  in  her 
apartment  at  her  below  market  rate, 
while  the  'paying'  partners  have  supple- 
mented her  for  the  past  year. 

While  this  particular  group  has  suffered 
financially  and  emotionally,  it  is  impor- 
tant for  people  to  realize  that  is  not  the 
norm  for  Tenants-in-Common.  When  a 
group  of  people  come  together  to  share 
a  common  goal  and  a  common  investment, 
it  is  far  more  typical  to  resolve  differ- 
ences and  create  relationships  based  on 
respect  and  trust,  than  to  erode  into  a 
"1  better  look  out  for  myself  attitude" 
as  stated  in  The  View.

Neighbors'  objections  forced  a  change  in  plans  for  a  mural  on  the  outside  wall  of  the 
Potrero  Branch  Library  in  July,  1981.  Claiming  that  "the  appearance  of  the  area 
would  be  'spoiled'  and  the  mural  could  become  a  target  for  graffiti  and  vandalism." 
a  group  calling  themselves  "Homeowners  Against  the  Mural"  compelled  artist  Marge 
Bors  to  paint  her  Hill  scene  on  panels  that  were  placed  inside  by  the  entrance. 

VIEW  HONORED 

View  editor  Ruth  Passen  was  named  a  1981  Media  Award  Winner  by  the  Mental  Health 
Association  of  San  Francisco.  The  award  recognized  an  editorial  in  the  View's  May 
issue  that  decried  federal  and  state  cutbacks  in  funds  for  vocational  rehabilitation, 
medication  and  institutions  for  the  mentally  retarded.  The  other  1981  M.H.A.  Media 
Award  winners  were  Caroline  Drewes  of  the  S.F.  Examiner  and  Bob  Greene  of  the 
Chicago  Tribune  and  S.F.  Chronicle. 

DEVELOPMENT  BATTLE 

The  battle  over  the  future  of  the  old  Dutch  Boy  paint  factory  site  at  23rd  and  Kansas 
Streets  appeared  to  be  reaching  a  climax  in  July  of  1981.  When  Synanon,  the  imme- 
diate previous  owners  of  the  site,  left  San  Francisco  in  1979,  a  struggle  over  owner- 
ship of  the  city  block  and  its  future  developed.  Representatives  of  the  Potrero 
League  of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN);  the  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn.;  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,  and  the  Potrero  Community  Development  Corp.  (PHCDC) 
produced  a  Potrero  Neighborhood  Plan  calling  for  mixed  income  units  in  all-new 
housing.  The  new  site  owners,  Foxcroft  Associates,  rejected  the  guidelines.  Next 
step  was  hearings  before  the  city  Planning  Commission.

Could  it  really  have  been  that  long  ago?  ...  the  Farmers'  Market  began  operating  at 
United  Nations  Plaza  just  off  Market  St.  at  Civic  Center  ...  the  Third  and  Fourth  St.

founder  of  the  South  of  Market  Boys  Club  Peter  Maloney,  respectively  .  .  .  and  Goat 
Hilda  de  Anchovy  gave  birth  to  twins  assisted  by  "no  fewer  than  six  Lamaze  breathers." 
Hilda's  owner,  Phil  de  Andrade  of  Goat  Hill  Pizza,  announced  a  contest  to  name  the 
youngsters. 

And  deja  vu  revisited  .  .  .  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  promised  that  no  cuts  in  library 
funds  would  be  made  through  February,  1982,  allowing  operations  to  continue  at 
current  levels  for  the  time  being.  After  that  .  .  .

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Daniel  Webster's  Vera  Blue 
Feted  Upon  Her  Retirement

A  lively  and  joyous  retirement  party 
complete  with  jazz  band  was  held  June  1 2 
in  honor  of  Vera  Blue,  who  has  been  a 
mainstay  at  Potrero  HiU's  Daniel  Webster 
Elementary  School  for  more  than  two  and 
a  half  decades. 

Blue  was  the  recipient  of  gifts,  acco- 
lades, songs,  and  numerous  awards  and 
certificates  of  honor.  These  included  a 
proclamation  from  Mayor  Art  Agnos  that 
June  12,  1991,  was  Vera  Blue  Day  in  San 
Francisco,  in  recognition  of  her  outstand- 
ing service  and  dedication  to  the  commu- 
nity. 

A  resident  of  the  Hill  for  more  than  30 
years,  born  and  raised  in  Dallas,  Texas, 
Blue  was  moved  with  her  family  to  San 
Francisco  in  the  early  1 950s.  When  she 
and  her  husband  separated  she  was  able  to 
find  a  part-time  job,  and  public  housing 
on  Potrero  Hill. 

As  the  mother  of  five  children,  two 
boys  and  three  girls,  she  was  keenly  in- 
terested in  their  welfare  and  became  in- 
volved in  the  Parent  Teacher  Association 
at  Daniel  Webster,  where  four  of  her 
children  were  enrolled.  Before  she  knew 
it  she  was  helping  out  as  a  noon  yard 
supervisor  and  she  eventually  became 
employed  as  para  professional,  assisting 
teachers  in  the  classroom.  Most  recently 
she  has  been  working  with  children  in 
Special  Education. 

As  her  children  grew.  Blue  was  also  at- 
tending functions  at  their  junior  high  and 
high  schools,  and  also  became  involved  in 
numerous  other  community  projects. 

She  attended  the  early  meetings  to  es- 
tablish the  Potrero  Hill  Clinic.  "It  was 
for  my  children  and  all  the  other  children 
~  we  needed  a  medical  facility  on  this 
Hill,"  she  said.  Agnos,  who  then  lived  on 
the  Hill  and  was  a  State  Assemblyman, 
also  attended  those  meetings  with  her. 


"He  and  I  were  working  to  get  it  built,  arhij 
that  day  he  was  shot  by  the  Zebra  killer, 
we  had  all  left  one  of  the  meetings,"  she 
recalled.  <jU 

She  had  also  worked  closely  with  Dr. 
Robert  Ross,  who  was  later  killed  by  an  i-- 
unstable  patient  at  the  clinic.  She  said  _il 
this  broke  her  heart.  "He  was  like  a  son  - 
to  me." 

Blue  was  also  active  as  a  member  of  the 
Mothers'  Club  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Dept.  and  she  has  always  held  a  high  re- 
gard for  "mothers  working  together."  She 
is  a  member  of  St.  Marks  Missionary 
Church  and  Chair  of  the  Nurse  Corps,  and 
IS  also  an  active  member  of  the  Ester 
Circle.  After  26  years  in  public  housing 
she  still  lives  on  Potrero  Hill,  wliich  she 
loves,  but  now  makes  her  home  in  Park 
View  Heights. 

All  five  of  her  children  have  gone  on  to 
successful  careers  of  their  own,  and  she 
is  now  the  grandmother  of  seven  and  great- 
grandmother  of  four.  One  of  her  grand- 
children, Shervon  Hunter,  was  also  a  gradu- 
ate of  Daniel  Webster,  and  with  help  from 
Omega  Boys  Club  is  now  studying  criminal 
justice  and  psychology  at  Delaware  State 
College. 

At  the  dinner  for  Blue,  held  at  Le  Meri- 
dian Hotel.  Ag^os  was  among  the  notables 
who  made  an  appearance.  Hal  Solin  from 
the  Elementary  Division  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  presented 
her  with  a  recognition  award.  Other 
awards  came  from  School  Superintendent 
Ramon  Cortines,  and  from  the  United 
Educators  of  San  Francisco. 

Speakers  consistently  praised  Blue  for 
her  dedication  and  inspiration  —  "She  was 
like  a  mother  to  me,  and  an  inspiration  to 
me,"  noted  Daniel  Webster  Principal  Willie 
Santamaria.

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Making  the  Choice:  College 
Student,  not  Crime  Statistic

"1  probably  would  have  been  just  a  stat- 
istic --  one  of  the  young  black  men  in 
jail."  19  year  old  Ron  Wilson  told  the  Pol- 
rero  Hill  Democratic  Club  last  montli. 
Instead.  Wilson  will  enter  his  sophomore 
year  at  Grambling  University  tliis  fall 
with  a  three  point  grade  average. 

How  did  Wilson  become  one  of  a  spec- 
ial breed  of  young  men  and  women  who 
have  veered  away  from  the  street  and 
drug  lifestyles  of  their  peers,  and  liave 
vowed  to  stay  in  school? 

At  the  Hill  Democratic  Club  meeting 
June  11,  Wilson  noted  that  he  and  his  fam- 
ily moved  to  San  Francisco  from  Chicago 
when  he  was  nine  years  old.  They  settled 
in  the  Bayview  district.  He  is  the  young- 
est of  eight  children  —  five  sisters  and 
two  brothers. 

When  he  reached  the  age  of  14,  Wilson 
enrolled  in  the  Mayor's  Summer  Youth 
Employment  Program,  with  a  job  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  "1 
learned  how  to  use  a  broom  and  sweep 
and  clean,"  Wilson  recalled,  lie  and  the 
other  youthful  employees  were  also  given 
job  counseling  and  information  for  future 
employment  through  the  program. 

Wilson  also  joined  the  Omega  Boys  and 
Girls  Club  at  the  Neighborhood  House  in 
1987,  and  became  one  of  the  club's  young- 
er members  to  trade  street  drug  language 
for  the  "I  Don't  Do  Drugs"  slogan  the  club 
supports.  Initially,  he  and  more  than  two 
dozen  other  young  people  attended  week- 
ly meetings  in  which  they  announced 
their  school  grade  achievements  and  re- 
lated how  they  stayed  away  from  drugs, 
encouraging  their  peers  to  do  likewise. 
Not  an  easy  task,  Wilson  remembers. 

"When  1  first  started  to  work  I  was  crit- 
icized by  my  friends"  who  taunted  him 
about  H-orkiiife  on  h  real  job,  ho  recalls.

"i  knew  I  wanted  to  go  tlie  right  way  in 
life,  so  I  told  them  that  'if  you  won't 
accept  me  for  what  I  do  and  what  I  am, 
that's  too  bad!" 

Wilson  was  the  first  Omega  member  to 
land  a  job  at  the  (Jood  Life  Grocery  in 
1987,  and  now  helps  train  other  young 
people  who  have  been  hired  by  owners 
Kayrcn  Hudiburgh  and  Lester  Zeidman. 

"In  business  we  see  two  kinds  of  peo- 
ple," Zeidman  says,  "those  who  cause 
problems,  and  those  who  can  solve  prob- 
lems. Ron  is  the  person  who  can  solve 
problems." 

Motivated  by  whet  he  has  learned  at 
Good  Life,  Wilson  is  majoring  in  business 
management  al  Grambling.  and  plans  to 
intern  with  IBM  during  his  junior  year  in 
Louisiana.  He  credits  Good  Life's  cus- 
tomers for  helping  him  learn.  "I  met  a  lot 
of  people  through  the  store,  and  many 
gave  advice,"  he  notes.  He  credits  one 
customer  with  teaching  him  how  to  or- 
ganize his  time.  "That's  how  I  got  my 
three  point  average,  because  I  learned 
how  to  organize  and  worked  hard  to  get 
my  2.5  average  up  to  where  it  is,"  he  says. 

During  the  time  he  worked  at  the  store 
on  20th  Street,  "I  grew  up,"  Wilson  ad- 
mits. He  learned  to  meet  people  and  talk 
to  them.  "I  used  to  back  off  from  people 
who  looked  mean,"  he  remembers,  but 
was  told  "to  relax." 

Wilson  says  that  his  mother  and  father 
are  his  best  supporters  and  tell  him  tliat 
he's  "special."  But  Wilson  stresses  that 
there  arc  many  "special"  kids  around. 
"There  might  be  50  Rons  and  Ronettes 
trying  hard  to  achieve  goals,"  and  sugg- 
ests that  they  need  the  community's  help, 
!ie  emphasizes. 

Once,  he  recalls,  "I  was  a  victim  along 
with  my  friends,  but  I  wanted  to  do  some- 
thing different.  I  didn't  think  I'd  get 
through  lijgh  h.cUoo\."  Friends  who  ti-icrJ 
to  derail  him  from  work  and  school  finally 
understood  thai  he  was  on  a  different

road  from  them,  and  now,  he  says,  "they 
respect  me."  "They  stayed  with  what 
they  continue  to  do,  and  I  keep  doing  my 
job.  Sometimes,  they  even  started  to 
help  me  by  offering  rides  to  work." 

Wilson  says  that  he  had  been  threaten- 
ed once  while  waiting  to  get  to  work  on 
the  bus.  "I  had  to  call  my  boss  once  when 
I  was  in  danger,  and  he  camo  and  picked 
me  up." 

"There  are  lots  of  kids  out  there  like 


Ron,"  Zeidman  says,  but  "they're  on 
drugs.  When  Ron  said  he  made  the  choice 
not  to  do  drugs,  il  sounds  easy,  but  it's 
tough.  The  kids  know  better,  but  there 
are  so  many  problems  that  they  can't 
fathom."  The  most  pressing  problem  on 
this  Hill,  emphasizes  Zeidman.  "is  the  " 
problem  these  kids  face.  We  should  really 
demand  that  the  government  do  sorae- 
tliing  about  the  drugs  infiltt  oting  our 
community."

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Supervisors  Reject  Appeal 
On  18th  &  Arkansas  Project

The  controversial  plan  to  build  jirlisK' 
live/work  spaces  and  condominiums  on 
the  vacant  slope  ul  l81h  and  Arkansas 
Streets  moved  one  step  closer  to  rotilily 
June  J  when  the  Uoard  of  Supervisor? 
overwhelmingly  turned  down  an  appcul  lo 
the  Conditional  Use  Permit  granted  to 
the  project  earlier  by  ttie  City  Plaiinnig 
Commission. 

The  June  3  vote  to  deny  the  appeal  was 
lU-1,  with  only  Supervisor  Uill  Matier  vot- 
ing in  the  minority.  At  a  subsequent 
second  reading  of  the  measure  before  the 
Board,  Mahcr  changed  his  vote,  so  all  II 
Supervisors  arc  on  record  in  favor  of  giv- 
ing the  project  a  green  liglit. 

Tlie  appeal  to  the  Planning  Commission 
decision  was  filed  by  K.G.  Davis,  wlio  de- 
scribed himself  before  the  Uoard  as  Exec- 
utive Secretary  of  Potrcro  Commons.  At 
Davis'  request.  Supervisor  Terence  llalli- 
nan  had  initially  asked  that  the  matter  bo 
continued  for  three  weeks  to  a  future 
Board  session.  "We  knew  wo  wouldn't  be 
able  to  come  up  with  enough  people  to 
represent  our  case  faniv."  Davis  told  the 
Board. 

Hut  Uoard  Presidcnl  Doi  is  Ward  said 
she  had  been  "told  by  llio  Planning  Dept. 
and  a  number  of  other  people  that  your 
side  had  adequate  notice,"  and  the  hear- 
ing proceeded. 

Indeed,  during  nearly  two  hours  of  test- 
imony, several  dozen  people  —  opposing 
and  supporting  the  project  —  basicallv 
underscored  tlic  points  tliey  had  made  in 


earlier  sessions  to  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion, before  that  body's  4-J  vote  for  the 
project. 

During  the  Supervisors'  discussions  sev- 
eral references  were  made  to  a  potential 
ballot  challenge  to  tlic  18th  and  Arkansas 
Street  project.  Yet  at  View  press  time, 
with  the  deadline  to  qualify  sucli  a  mea- 
sure for  tlie  November  ballot  fast  ap- 
proaching, no  petition  to  that  end  had 
appeared  to  surface. 

Open  space  advocate  Mary  Friedland, 
who  with  some  otiier  opponents  of  liie 
project  have  formed  a  new  group  they  call 
Potrero  Nuevo.  said  her  group  "is  talking 
about  getting  together  with  other  open 
space  advocacy  groups  in  the  city  to 
force  the  Planning  Commission  to  enact 
more  enforceable  measures  on  open 
space,  perhaps  amendments  to  the  City's 
Master  Plan." 

And  with  the  project  given  the  okay  by 
both  the  Planning  ('ommission  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  representatives  of 
developer  Rick  Molliday  and  the  ArtSpacc 
Devleopment  Corporation  indicate  they 
will  proceed  with  the  next  steps  m  the 
development  procos-s. 

When  tlie  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  concludes  its  current  budget 
crisis  discussions,  talks  can  begin  with 
the  District  about  the  future  of  tlie  Dist- 
rict land  that  could  be  dedicated  as  open 
space  next  to  the  project. 

Following  those  talks,  community 
meetings  will  be  scheduled  to  get  neigh- 
borhood participation  und  idctis  about  the 

design  and  configuration  of  this  plot  of 
land.

Hill's  49er  Joe  Perry  Named 
To  Black  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 


Joe  "The  Jet"  Perry,  national  Football 
Hall  of  Fame  member  and  Potrero  Hill 
resident,  received  another  honor  a  couple 
of  weeks  ago  when  lie  and  six  other  black 
athletic  figures  were  named  to  the  Black 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Perry,  an  early  49er  star  running  back 
who  holds  the  team  rushing  record  with 
7,344  yards,  received  the  honor  at  the 
Hall  of  Fame's  second  annual  awards 
dinner  at  Oakland's  Kaiser  Convention 
Center. 

The  six  other  honorecs  are:  John  Henry 
Johnson,  Perry's  teammate  in  the  49ers' 
"Million  DoUar  Backfield"  in  the  1950s; 


Edith  McGuire  Duvall,  gold  and  silver 
medalist  sprinter  in  the  1964  Olympics; 
Sam  Jordan,  1948  Golden  Gloves  boxing 
champion  and  "The  Mayor  of  Butcher- 
town";  Charles  Peoples,  amateur  golfer 
and  former  Merritt  College  football  star; 
Paul  Silas,  who  is  rated  one  of  the  best 
rebounders  in  NBA  history  and  a  former 
assistant  coach  with  the  New  York  Knicks 
basketball  team;  and  Clem  Daniels,  who 
starred  with  the  Oakland  Raiders  ai:  a 
runner  and  pass  receiver  in  the  1960s. 

Rick  Warren  founded  the  Black  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  six  years  ago  to  give  recog- 
nition to  athletes  who  have  made  achieve- 
ments off  the  playing  field  as  well  as  on. 


Mayor  Art  Agnos  was  among  the  speakers  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  June  15  of  a 
bronze  sculpture  of  the  late  Congressman  Phillip  Burton  at  the  Great  Meadow  at  Fort 
Mason.  Other  speakers  included  Congresswomem  Nancy  Pelosi  (seated  above),  House 
Speaker  Tom  Foley,  Assembly  Speaker  Willy  Brown  and  Assemblyman  John  Burton, 
brother  of  the  honoree.  Congressman  Burton  was  lauded  for  his  work  in  creating  the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area,  of  which  Fort  Mason  is  a  part  and  for  his 
vision  in  ensuring  that  the  Presidio  become  a  part  of  GGNRA  when  it  is  relinquished 
by  the  U.S.  Army.

The  time  was  July,  1934,  and  the  head- 
lines in  a  cache  of  57-year-old  newspap- 
ers discovered  accidentally  last  month  in 
a  vacant  building  by  a  View  staffer  t>an- 
nered  the  historic  San  Francisco  General 
Strike. 

The  murder  on  July  5,  1934,  of  strike 
supporters  Howard  Sperry  and  Nick  Bor- 
doise  spurred  a  protest  by  all  the  area's 
working  people  that  virtually  shut  down 
the  entire  city,  as  well  as  ports  up  and 
down  the  West  Coast. 

When  the  strike  was  over,  the  demeaning 
"shape-up"  endured  up  to  that  point  by 
waterfront  workers  had  been  replaced  by 
a  hiring  hall,  and  the  seeds  were  planted 
for  the  birth  two  years  later  of  the  Inter- 
national Longshoremen's  &  Warehouse- 
men's Union. 

The  strike  —  which  solidified  San  Fran- 
cisco's reputation  as  a  union  town,  is 
commemorated  every  year  on  July  5, 
known  as  "Bloo<Jy  Thursday,"  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  day  Sperry  and  Bordoisc  were 
slain.  On  Friday,  July  5  at  10  a.m.,  cere- 
monial wreaths  will  be  laid  at  the  corner 
of  Sleuart  and  Mission  Streets,  where 
they  were  shot  57  years  ago.  This  cere- 
money  will  be  followed  by  a  gathering  at 
ILWU  Local  10,  400  Northpoint  St.
